* KISSING BUG HAS ARRIVED *

Reports come from 
time to time 
from various cities of some my .-ter- 
ioiis “kissing bug" which annoy s the 
women on the street at night by his 
oscillatory inclinations. The bug has 
struck Rushville and may be found 
on the streets any night. 
Unlike his 
prototy pe of newspaper notoriety , ho 
prefers the brilliantly lighted corners 
to the darker avenue. And there is a 
remedy for the Rushville variety that 
has not been resorted in connection 
with the be>t known variety of kis- 
>ing bug. Cats will catch him and not 
only do they successfully pursue, but 
eat him. 
The kissing bug, as it is termed by 
those versed in the love of insects 
probably because it is apt to fly into 
the face of the passerby , 
is 
more 
commonly known as the electric light 
bug. 
It appears annually about this 
time, and it is often found in great 
numbers around the arc 
lights 
of 
cities and towns, 
lie's here, 
lie’ll 
be here tonight. 
The immense size 
of the bug 
invariably 
attracts a t­ 
tention. 
The bugs are nearly two 
inches in length and almost half as 
great in breadth. It is not an uncom­ 
mon sight to see several 
of 
them 
crawling about on the sidewalk in the 
vicinity of an arc lamp. 
The fondness which eats have for 
the electric light or kissing bug diet 
may be unfamiliar to some, but it is 
a fact that pussy has a marked taste 
for the big insects. 
Often these ev­ 
enings as many as three or four cats 
may be seen ly ing in the light of an 
arc, watching for

bugs.

manner as 
any 
other, 
sometimes
